REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

for  the  year  ended  31 st  December 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

of  the  Urban  District  of  Leyland, 


Mr*  Chairman.,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  of  Leyland  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December  1969c 

The  population  of  the  District  at  mid-June  1969  was  23 >100 
according  to  the  published  Registrar  General’s  estimate,  which  is  380 
higher  than  that  for  the  previous  year* 

The  number  of  live  births  attributable  to  the  District  during  1969 
was  413  or  35  less  than  in  the  previous  year  which  gives  a  birth  rate  of 
17-9  ( 17*4  adjusted)*  As  the  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  16*3 
Leyland’ s  birth  rate  is  still  above  the  national  average. 

The  number  of  deaths  at  235  was  31  more  than  the  previous  year 
which  gives  an  actual  death  rate  of  10*2  as  compared  with  11*9  for  the 
country  as  a  whole*  The  number  of  deaths  from  heart  diseases  of  all  forms 
increased  by  11,  from  84  to  95  and  cerebrovascular  diseases  increased  from 
31  to  33 «  The  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  diseases  increased  from  22 
to  34?  5  being  from  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus  as  compared  with  7  the 
previous  year.  The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  cancer  for  the  District 
was  1.43  and  that  for  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  0*22,  whilst  the 
corresponding  national  figures  were  2,35  and  0.6l,  There  were  again  no 
deaths  from  Tuberculosis* 

The  number  of  infants  who  died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age  was 
11,  which  is  1  less  than  last  year,  the  actual  causes  of  death  being 
shown  in  the  body  of  the  Report,  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of 
27 .0  per  thousand  live  births  as  against  a  national  average  of  18.0,  It 
will  be  seen  from  the  list  of  causes  of  death  that  a  number  of  these 
occurred  under  distressing  circumstances.  In  this  connection  it  is 
perhaps  pertinent  to  make  reference  to  the  problem  of  ’’battered  babies” 
on  which  considerable  attention  has  rightly  been  focussed  recently. 
Unfortunately  this  problem  is  not  unknown  in  this  area  and  every  effort 
must  be  made  by  all  concerned  to  try  to  protect  children  from  injuries 
of  this  nature.

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Physical  Features  of  the  Area 


As  the  physical  features  of  an  area  very  rarely  change  the  following 
information  has  already  appeared  in  previous  Reports,  For  the  sake  of 
continuity  and  the  benefit  of  those  who  will  be  reading  the  Report  for 
the  first  time  the  short  description  which  appears  below  would  seem  to 
be  appropriate. 


The  Urban  District  comprises  an  irregular  shaped  area,  with  its 
greater  diameter  north  and  west.  The  height  in  the  west  is  approximately 
55  feet  above  the  datum  line  rising  in  the  east  to  250  feet.  On  the  whole 
the  area  is  level  and  rises  and  falls  are  of  a  gentle  nature. 


Geologically,  the  District  lies  on  a  plain  of  triassic  rock,  upon 
which  are  deposited  a  lower  boulder  clay  layer,  a  layer  of  middle  drift 
sand  and  an  upper  boulder  clay  layer.  In  the  southern  part  of  the 
District  there  is  an  outcrop  of  sand  of  considerable  depth  and  approximately 
400  yards  in  width.  This  outcrop  dips  steeply  so  that  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Golden  Hill  it  is  some  80  feet  below  the  surface.  The  three  layers 
vary  considerably  in  depth  in  different  parts  of  the  area. 


Water  is  found  in  the  Middle  Drift  Sand,  the  presence  of  this 
probably  accounted  for  the  selection  of  this  area  by  settlers  in  the 
distant  past.  In  the  Midge  Hall  area  there  is  a  layer  of  peat  some  12 
feet  in  depth  overlying  the  three  layers  of  glacial  drift. 


The  River  Lostock  is  the  main  natural  drainage  outlet  for  the 
District.  Into  it  run  several  small  brooks  including  the  Wymott  on  the 
western  side,  Bryning  Brook  from  the  east  with  Shaw  Brook  and  Hollins 
Brook  in  the  south.  Bryning  Brook  changes  its  name  to  Bow  Brook  and 
Bannister  Brook  during  its  course  through  the  District,  finally  entering 
the  River  Lostock  as  Mill  Brook,  Shaw  Brook  becomes  Wade  Brook  before 
entering  the  river.

Social  Conditions  and  Amenities  of  the  District 


The  Public  Inquiry  into  the  suggested  Central  Lancashire  New  City, 
of  which  Leyland  would  be  a  part  was  held  in  May,  The  Ministry*  s  decision 
on  whether  to  proceed  with  the  proposals  had  not  been  made  by  the  end  of 
the  year. 

The  first  phase  in  the  building  of  central  shop  and  office 
accommodation  in  the  Towngate  area  on  land  acquired  by  a  Development 
Company  was  finally  commenced  during  the  year.  The  first  phase  was  to 
consist  of  a  block  of  shops  with  office  accommodation  over,  a  supermarket 
and  an  open  market  at  the  junction  of  Church  Road  and  Towngate,  By  the 
end  of  the  year  the  work  was  in  a  fairly  advanced  state  of  completion. 

The  high  level  of  employment  in  the  area  was  maintained  and  the 
local  industries  appeared  to  be  busy,  satisfying  demand  from  the  Home 
and  Overseas  markets,  A  new  and  imposing  Magistrates'  Court  was  completed 
by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  in  Lancas tergate  and  replaced  the  previous 
facilities  at  the  Police  Station  in  Chapel  Brow,

Laboratory  Service

Clinic  Facilities 

A  staff  of  Health  Visitors  is  based  at  the  School  Clinic  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre  in  Yewlands  Drive  who  are  employed  in  maintaining  many  of 
the  health  and  welfare  services  operated  by  the  Division  including  the 
care  of  the  elderly*  Owing  to  the  difficulty  in  recruting  Health  Visitors, 
Clinic  Nurses  have  now  been  engaged  to  take  over  the  more  routine  duties 
of  the  Health  Visitors  in  the  Clinics  and  Schools, 

Ante-Natal  Clinic 

A  weekly  session  is  held  each  Thursday  afternoon  at  the  School 
Clinic  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  in  Yewlands  Drive,  Leyland,  which  is 
attended  by  a  Consultant  Obstetrician  employed  by  the  Preston  and  Chorley 
Hospital  Management  Committee, 

Child  Welfare  Centres 


The  Yewlands  Drive  Centre  provides  adequate  facilities  for  the 
child  welfare  sessions  which  are  held  every  Wednesday  afternoon*  In 
addition  to  these  on  each  Wednesday  afternoon,  a  further  session  is  held 
in  the  Methodist  Church  Hall,  Leyland  Lane,  Leyland,  to  assist  mothers 
in  the  western  part  of  the  District,  A  Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  attend 
these  sessions  and  give  advice  on  infant  care  and  management;  baby 
foods  are  also  sold. 

School  Medical  Service 


Medical  and  hygiene  inspections  are  carried  out  at  the  schools  and 
clinic  sessions  are  held  at  Yewlands  Drive  for  a  variety  of  treatments 
including  minor  ailments,  dental  care,  hearing  screening  tests, 
orthopaedic  and  opthalmic  conditions  as  well  as  speech  therapy.  The 
County  Council  make  special  provisions  for  residential  schooling  for 
various  categories  of  handicapped  children  such  as  the  blind,  partially

West  Paddock,  off  Pox  Lane,  At  the  Outwork  Centre  in  Pul wood  a  number 
are  employed  on  productive  work  and  payment  is  made  direct  by  the  firms 
who  supply  the  materials.  The  Centre  is  open  for  4  days  per  week  and 
transport  is  provided.

The  number  of  cases  of  Measles  fell  from  145  in  19&8  to  25,  most 
of  these  occurring  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  It  will  be  noted 
that  again  there  was  only  one  case  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  2  cases  of 
Dysentery  compare  with  12  in  1968.  The  case  of  Tetanus  which  was  made 
notifiable  by  the  Public  Health  (infectious  Disease)  Regulations  1968 
occurred  in  a  male  person  employed  in  the  baling  of  waste  Paper.  The 
Tetanus  germ  is  present  in  large  quantities  in  the  soil  and  the  disease 
is  caused  by  the  toxin  of  the  Tetanus  bacillus.  There  is  usually  a 
history  of  a  wound  of  entry  for  the  infection,,  The  patient  made  a 
good  recovery.

Food  Poisoning 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  it  is  now  over  10  years  since  there  was 
a  confirmed  case  of  Food  Poisoning  contracted  within  the  District 0 
Extensive  investigations  were,  however,  carried  out  in  the  case  of  a  nurse 
at  a  Manchester  hospital  who  contracted  a  form  of  Food  Poisoning  in 
January  and  afterwards  came  home  to  Ley land 0  Our  investigations  revealed 
that  several  people  had  been  involved  in  an  outbreak  which  had  been 
caused  by  infected  chickens  being  consumed  at  a  private  party ,  the  cause 
of  the  food  poisoning  being  salmonella  virchow®  The  method  of  cooking 
these  chickens  was  an  extremely  dangerous  one  in  that  they  had  been 
delivered  frozen,  then  partly  boiled  and  left  around  until  later  in  the., 
day  when  they  were  covered  with  bread  crumbs  and  cooked  in  boiling  fat  - 
for  ?-&  minutes o  Both  these  methods  of  cooking  had  obviously  not 
sterilised  the  chickens  which  were  probably  infected  at  the  packing 
stationc  This  episode  demonstrates  how  essential  it  is  that  poultry 
should  be  properly  cooked  before  consumption  and  if  deep  frozen  should  be 
allowed  to  thaw  out  thoroughly  before  cooking  commences 0  The  salmonella 
infection  in  the  nurse  continued  for  several  weeks  in  spite  of  treatment 
and  she  was  away  from  duty  from  the  date  of  onset  on  the  27th  January 
until  the  end  of  April 0 


A  further  case  was  investigated  in  March  where  a  baby  of  11 
months  old  was  admitted  to  the  Preston  Royal  Infirmary  and  transferred 
to  the  Deepdale  Isolation  Hospital  suffering  from  gastro  enteritis,, 

The  child  had  had  four  previous  attacks  of  the  same  illness  but  no 
specific  organism  had  been  found  *  No  other  members  of  the  family  had 
been  affected  but  the  father  developed  diarrhoea  shortly  after  the  baby 
had  been  sent  to  hospital.  Specimens,  however,  from  the  members  of  the 
family  failed  to  shew  any  spam!  fie  infer  tie*' 


A  similar  investigation  was  carried  out  on  a  further  family  where 
a  child  had  been  admitted  to  hospital  suffering  from  diarrhoea  and 
vomiting.  Both  the  parents  of  the  child  and  a  lodger  having  had  symptoms 
of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  at  various  times,  specimens  were  taken  from 
every  member  of  the  household  -  7  In  all®  All  were  found  to  be  negative 
including  the  child  who  had  been  admitted  to  hospital. 


Various  other  investigations  have  also  been  carried  out  during 
the  year  on  individual  cases  of  unexplained  diarrhoea  at  the  request  of 
the  family  doctor  or  the  employer.  In  all  cases  no  specific  cause  of 
infection  was  found  after  examination  of  specimens  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory. 

Dysentery 


The  two  cases  of  Dysentery  occurred  at  Broadfield  House  where  one 
of  their  residents  who  had  been  admitted  to  Whittingham  Hospital  had 
later  been  found  to  be  suffering  from  Dysentery. 

Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Warden  of  the  home  for  faeces 
specimens  to  be  taken  from  all  the  residents  and  staff  and  a  total  of 
81  specimens  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological 
examination.  The  results  of  these  tests  revealed  that  two  residents 
were  found  to  be  suffering  from  Dysentery.  The  remaining  residents 
and  all  the  sta.ff  gave  negative  results.  The  two  people  affected  were 
immediately  isolated  and  treatment  was  given.  On  completion  of  their 
treatment  further  faeces  specimens  were  taken  which  gave  negative 
results  and  the  patients  were  then  allowed  out  of  isolation  but  kept 
under  observation  for  some  time.  No  more  cases  occurred  at  the  home. 


FOOD 


Milk 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority 
and  carry  out  a  routine  examination  of  milk  on  sale  in  the  District 
for  adulteration  (added  water)  fat  deficiency  and  also  the  addition  of 
antibiotics.  A  total  of  44  samples  of  milk  were  taken  ( 5  of  which  were 
Channel  Island  milk)  all  of  which  were  found  to  be  genuine.

The  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  District  continued  in  use 
throughout  the  year,  where  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  were  slaughtered 0  It 
will  be  seen  from  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  that 
there  was  a  one  hundred  percent  inspection  by  qualified  staff  of  all 
animals  killed  at  the  slaughterhouse  in  the  Distnct0 

A  total  of  approximately  20,1  cwts«  of  butchers  meat  and  offal 
from  the  slaughterhouse  was  rejected  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  as 
being  either  diseased  or  otherwise  unsound „

DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE 

No  major  extensions  to  the  trunk  sewerage  system  were  carried  out 
within  the  Urban  District  but  the  new  sewer  along  Croston  Road  serving 
the  parish  of  Farington  in  the  Preston  Rural  District’s  area  was  completed 
and  connected  to  the  Leyland  sewer  at  Earnshaw  Bridge,  This  allowed  their 
works  in  Farington  to  close  down,  A  small  extension  of  the  sewer  along

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

For  The  Year  Ended  $lst  December  1969 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
of  the  Urban  District  of  Ley land 0 

Mr0  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this  Annual  Report  which  deals 
with  certain  aspects  of  the  conttrol  of  the  environment  and  which  come 
within  the  purview  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

Once  again  it  has  been  necessary  to  devote  considerable  attention 
to  the  problems  associated  with  the  collection  and  disposal  of  household 
refuse  and  the  associated  salvage  of  waste  materials  particularly  waste 
paper.  Although  the  rates  of  pay  of  our  refuse  collectors  were  considerably 
increased  during  the  year  there  is  still  no  long  waiting  list  of  suitable 
people  willing  to  carry  out  this  function.  An  outstanding  feature  of  the 
year  was  the  very  high  average  sickness  rate  which  at  10.25^  compares  with 
6.52^  for  1968.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  trend  will  not  continue. 

Insofar  as  the  availability  of  tipping  space  is  concerned  it  will 
be  seen  from  the  Report  that  owing  to  circumstances  beyond  our  control 
there  were  times  when  we  literally  did  not  know  where  we  would  be  tipping 
next.  As  we  can  hardly  decide  not  to  collect  any  household  refuse  owing 
to  lack  of  tipping  space  this  caused  great  concern  during  the  year.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  all  the  formalities  of  acquiring  a  permanent  tipping 
site  will  be  completed  shortly. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  we  had  a  record  year  both  in  the 
weight  of  waste  paper  despatched  and  in  the  income  received  from  it.  The 
income  rose  at  a  higher  rate  due  to  the  increased  prices  per  ton  we  were 
able  to  obtain  for  the  three  main  grades  of  waste  paper.  This  is  a 
worthwhile  activity  as  expensive  vehicle  space  is  not  occupied  by 
cardboard  cartons  and  the  like;  the  amount  of  waste  paper  to  be  disposed 
of  at  the  tip  is  reduced  and  in  addition  to  the ■ increased  space  made 
available  the  tip  is  better  controlled  and  is  a  less  fire  Hazard.  As,  in 


addition,  the  ia-;  r, ai  produces  a  valuable  source  of  income  to  the 
Authority  and  also  reduces  the  country1 s  Import  Bill  for  raw  wood  pulp, 
it  is  not  difficult  to  understand  why  we  in  this  Authority  have  always 
encouraged  the  collection  of  waste  paper0  The  amount  recovered  at  42 
cwtso  per  1.000  of  population  per  month  is  extremely  high  and  compares 
quite  favourably  with  most  Authorities  throughout  the  country.  So  far  as 
is  known  no  central  records  or  "league  table"  are  maintained  and  if  this 
were  done  I  feel  sure  it  would  arouse  considerable  interest. 

Although  public  cleansing  matters  have  been  mentioned  first  in 
this  introduction  this  does  not  necessarily  indicate  the  order  of 
Importance  of  the  subject 0  The  matters  dealt  with  in  a  Public  Health 
Department  today  range  over  a  very  wide  field.  As  can  be  expected  in  a 
Department  whose  main  function  is  concerned  with  the  environment  we  create 
for  ourselves  when  living  together  as  a  community,  the  control  of  the  air 
we  breathe  and  the  food  we  eat  are  two  very  wide  subjects  and  much  time 
is  devoted  to  improving,  wherever  possible,  these  two  aspects  of  our  work. 

As  we  are  a  statutory  body  we  find  ourselves  having  to  work  within  the 
terms  of  the  Statue  law  of  the  country  which  sometimes  explains  why  many 
of  us  would  like  to  see  our  environment  further  improved  but  are  prevented 
from  doing  so  either  by  lack  of  legislation  to  deal  with  the  problem  or 
restrictions  placed  upon  us  by  Central  Government  *  With  the  advent  of 
additional  chemical  aids  in  many  fields  of  activity  such  48  cleaning 
detergents,  insecticides,  plastic  packaging  materials  and  the  like,  the 
side  effects  of  these  products  on  the  individual  and  sometimes  even  the 
effects  of  the  by-products  associated  with  their  marmfactuxe,  are  not 
fully  understood*  Mich  research  is  being  done  in  this  field  and  will 
continue  to  be  necessary  for  some  considerable  time  to  come* 

Owing  to  unexpected  difficulties,  our  intended  departure  from  the 
present  offices  to  the  Public  Hall  in  Towngate  was  delayed  and  finally 
abandoned o  The  decision  to  build  further  accommodation  for  this  and  the 
Clerk 9 s  Department  in  Lancastergate  will,  it  is  hoped,  improve  the  base 
from  which  we  work  and  bring  our  own  standard  of  office  accommodation 
nearer  to  that  which  we  have  to  enforce  in  the  District. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  all  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
staff  who  at  all  times  carry  out  their  duties  in  a  willing  and  conscientious 
manner a  The  continued  support  of  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department 
by  all  Members  of  the  Local  Authority  and  in  particular  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee,  Dr.  Hall,  is  greatly  appreciated.

The  Housing  Act  of  19&9  amended  and  enlarged  upon  various  housing 
matters 9  particularly  with  regard  to  Improvement  Grants ,  the  Declaration 
of  General  Improvement  Areas 9  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation,  payments  to 
owner/occupiers  in  respect  of  condemned  houses  as  well  as  making  provision 
for  the  amendment  of  rents  of  controlled  tenancies  for  those  houses  which 
satisfied  a  certain  standard  of  repair  and  amenity.  In  such  cases  a 
Qualification  Certificate  can  be  issued  by  the  local  authority  and  such 
applications  fall  into  two  categories  § 


(a)  those  houses  where  improvements  are  proposed  in  order 
to  provide  the  house  with  the  standard  amenities ,  and 


where  the  standard  amenities  have  already  been  provided 
before  the  commencement  of  the  Act,  i0e0  August  1969* 


The  standard  amenities  ares- 


a  fixed  bath  or  shower  in  a  bathroom; 
a  wash-hand  basin; 
a  sink  if, 


a  water  closet  either  in  or  accessible  from  within 
the  dwelling; 

a  hot  and  cold  water  supply  fixed  to  the  bath, 
wash-hand  basin  and  sink. 


When  an  application  for  a  Qualification  Certificate  is  made,  in 
addition  to  the  standard  amenities  it  is  required  that  the  dwelling  should 
be  in  good  repair  having  regard  to  its  age,  character  and  locality  (internal 
decorative  repair  is  to  be  disregarded)  and  also  that  the  dwelling  is  in  all 
other  respects  fit  for  human  habitation <,  In  some  ways  this  would  appear  to 
be  an  extension  of  the  Certificates  of  Disrepair  which  were  introduced  by 
the  Rent  Act  of  1957 o 
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A  copy  of  the  application  for  a  Qualification  Certificate  is  sent 
by  the  local  authority  to  the  tenant  and  at  this  stage  it  is  necessary  to 
liaise  with  both  tenant  and  owner  should  any  repairs  be  considered 
necessary.  Whether  a  house  has  the  standard  amenities  or  not  is  merely  a 
question  of  fact  but  what  constitutes  disrepair  of  a  house  can  often  be  a 
difficult  matter  to  resolve.  After  taking  into  account  these  considera¬ 
tions  the  local  authority  may  then  issue  either  a  Certificate  of 
Provisional  Approval  (in  those  cases  where  the  house  is  to  be  improved) 
or  a  Qualification  Certificate  in  those  cases  where  the  house  had  already 
been  provided  with  the  standard  amenities  before  the  commencement  of  the 
Act  and  is  in  good  repair.  At  this  stage  the  local  authority’s  functions 
are  over  as  the  Rent  Officer  for  the  area  then  determines  what  the  rent 
ought  to  be  and  the  house  is  then  said  to  be  on  a  regulated  tenancy  as 
distinct  from  the  previous  controlled  tenancy. 

There  is  a  right  of  appeal  against  the  refusal  to  grant  a 
Qualification  Certificate  as  well  as  a  right  of  appeal  on  behalf  of  the 
tenant  that  the  Certificate  ought  not  to  have  been  issued. 

The  regulated  rent  is  only  payable  from  the  following  dates 
Rateable  Value  £60  or  more  -  1st  January  1971 

«r 

Rateable  Value  £40  to  £60  -  1st  July  1971 

Rateable  Value  less  than  £40  -  1st  January  1972 

and  the  increase  in  any  one  year  is  limited  to  7/6d  per  week. 

There  were  no  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the 
Rent  Act  1957  or  for  Qualification  Certificates  under  the  Housing  Act  1969. 
As  this  Act,  however,  had  only  come  into  operation  during  the  latter  part 
of  the  year,  its  provisions  were  not  generally  known. 

The  condition  of  the  older  housing  stock  in  this  country  has  been 
causing  concern  for  some  time  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  have  been 
drawing  attention  for  some  time  to  the  urgency  of  saving  older  houses  from 

deteriorating  into  such  a  state  that  they  have  to  be  condemned  for  human 

habitation.  The  Housing  Act  1969  takes  Recount  of  this  problem  and  allows 
a  local  authority  to  declare  an  "Area  Improvement”  on  such  type  of 
property. 
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From  the  national  sample  survey  (in  which  we  participated) 
carried  out  in  1967  it  was  shown  that  there  are  approximately  4c'  million 
houses  in  the  country  in  need  of  major  repair  or  additional  facilities 
to  bring  them  up  to  modern  standards «  The  Act  of  1969  places  a  general 
duty  on  local  authorities  to  cause  an  inspection  of  their  District  to  be 
made  from  time  to  time  with  a  view  to  dealing  with  a  wide  range  of 
unsatisfactory  conditions  in  the  older  houses  which,  although  not  unfit 
for  human  habitation  fall  far  below  modern  standards.  It  was  this  type 
of  house  that  could  usefully  be  included  in  an  Improvement  Area,  With 
this  in  mind  and  in  order  to  obtain  a  reasonably  accurate  assessment  of 
the  housing  condition  in  the  District  the  Council  have  agreed  that  we 
should  carry  out  a  similar  type  of  survey  during  1970 «

In  order  effectively  to  control  the  number  of  rats  and  mice  in  any 
District  it  is  essential  that  early  attention  he  paid  to  reports  of  their 
presence  and  that  routine  inspections  should  he  carried  out  regularly  at 
those  places  most  likely  to  harbour  them,  e*ge  refuse  disposal  tips, 
sewage  works,  farms,  etc  *  The  Agricultural  Contract  Service  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  on  agricultural  properties  continued *  A  total  of  23 
Contracts  were  being  operated  during  the  year* 

In  spite  of  the  close  watch  which  is  maintained  on  the  District  an 
incident  occurred  in  February  which  effectively  removed  any  feeling  of 
complacency  that  might  have  been  evident*  The  River  Authority  were 
reforming  the  banks  of  the  River  Lostock  in  the  Eamshaw  Bridge  area  and 
this  uncovered  quite  a  large  rat  infestation*  The  rats  had  become 
established  In  one  bank  and  under  seme  adjacent  hen  cabins*  Immediately 
the  infestation  was  discovered  treatment  was  commenced  and  within  one  week 
we  had  counted  over  200  dead  rats*  There  must  have  been  many  others  which 
had  either  died  in  their  holes  or  been  washed  down  the  river*  An  annual 
contract  has  now  been  taken  out  by  the  owner  of  the  adjacent  agricultural 
holding* 

The  annual  test  baiting  of  the  sewerage  system  of  the  District 
again  indicated  that  there  were  no  rats  in  the  sewers  of  Ley! and  *  This 
is  a  very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs*  It  was  not  necessary  to  ask  for 
authority  to  serve  statutory  notices  under  the  Pests  Act  as  all  treatments 
found,  to  be  necessary  were  agreed  with  the  owners  concerned* 

DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE 

The  new  sewer  commencing  from  a  point  opposite  Poplar  House  in 
Longmeanygate  and  up  to  and  including  Pleasant  View  was  completed  during 
the  year.  Owing  to  insufficient  fall  the  sewage  drains  to  a  small  pumping 
station  and  is  then  directed  into  the  existing  sewers  by  means  of  a  rising 
main*  A  total  of  11  properties  in  this  area  were  connected  to  the  main 
drainage  system  and  5  pail  closets  at  Pleasant  View  were  abolished. 

There  were  no  further  extensions  to  the  sewerage  system  of  the 
District  in  respect  of  unsewered  areas  apart  from  those  being  laid  to 
serve  extensions  to  new  housing  estates,  these  of  course,  being  paid  for 
by  the  developers*

Clearance  of  Blocked  Drains  and  Sewers 


For  many  years  the  Department  has  provided  a  service  for  the 
clearing  of  drains  and  sewers,  including  public  sewers  serving  individual 
or  groups  of  property*  We  cleared  a  total  of  434  blockages  during  the 
course  of  the  year  as  compared  with  403  in  1968.  It  has  not  been  our 
practice  to  make  any  charge  where  the  blockage  could  be  removed  by 
plunging  or  if  access  was  available ?  for  example  by  inspection  chambers, 
or  of  course  where  a  public  sewer  was  involved „  In  those  cases,  however, 
where  it  was  necessary  to  break  open  the  ground  in  business  or  private 
properties  we  recovered  the  cost  in  respect  of  drains  only*  Section  17 
of  the  Public  Health  Act  1961  allows  the  local  authority  to  carry  out  any 
works  necessary  to  remove  blockages  provided  the  cost  does  not  exceed  £2* 

Drain  Inspections 

As  required  by  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  inspections  were  made  of 
all  drainage  alterations  to  premises  carried  out  by  private  contractors 
provided  the  alteration  or  repair  had  not  involved  the  depositing  of  plans 
with  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor *  In  such  cases  the  necessary  drainage 

« 

alterations  are  approved  by  his  staff  along  with  the  other  works* 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

Full  investigations  are  carried  out  into  those  cases  of  infectious 
disease  which  come  to  our  notice ,  the  details  of  which  have  already  been 
given  in  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health9 s  Report* 

Suitable  disinfectant  for  use  in  sick  rooms  is  available  free  of 
charge  to  those  cases  which  are  being  nursed  at  home.  The  small  8  oz» 
bottles  of  strong  White  disinfectant  with  a  Rideal  Walker  co-efficient  of 
18/22  were  available  on  demand  to  any  householder  in  the  District  from  the 
Council’s  main  store  at  Heaton  Street,  Approximately  6  gross  were 
distributed  during  the  year.  Small  quantities  are  held  in  the  Public- 
Health  Department  office  in  Towngate  for  those  people  who  find  it  difficult 
to  visit  the  Depot,

A  total  of  187  visits  of  all  kinds  (including  general  inspections) 
were  made  to  registered  premises  for  the  sole  purpose  of  ensuring  that  the 
provisions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963  were  being 
complied  with.  It  should,  however,  be  added  that  when  Public  Health 
Inspectors  are  visiting  registered  premises  for  other  purposes,  e.g.  food 
hygiene  and  ordinary  Shops  Act  inspections  the  provisions  of  this  Act  are 
borne  in  mind  and  should  there  by  any  obvious  contraventions  action 
would  be  taken  to  deal  with  it. 

The  following  analysis  refers  solely  to  those  premises  requiring 
to  be  registered  with  the  Local  Authority  and  which  are  in  fact  registered. 
All  canteens  and  offices  forming  part  of  a  factory  and  within  its  curtilage 
are  subject  to  inspection  under  this  Act  by  H.M.  Factory  Inspectorate  as 
indeed  are  all  Local  Authority  establishments.

The  number  of  cattle  at  330  compares  with  349  slaughtered  the 
previous  year*  The  number  of  pigs  increased  from  255  to  263  and  the  sheep 
decreased  from  1554  to  100 3* 

A  total  of  approximately  20-f  cwts,  of  meat  and  offal  from  the 
slaughterhouse  was  rejected  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption  due  to 
disease  or  other  abnormal  condition*  This  compares  with  25p  cwts.  the 
previous  year.  The  most  common  cause  of  rejection  was  cirrhosis  of  the 
liver,  caused  by  'liver  fluke'  -  a  parasite  found  on  some  grasslands. 

The  practice  of  Sunday  slaughtering  was  continued  during  the  year, 
approximately  two- thirds  of  the  throughput  being  slaughtered  on  this  day. 
All  animals  were  inspected  at  the  time  of  slaughter  and  stamped  with  an 
approved  mark  indicating  the  name  of  the  authority  and  the  identity  of  the 

particular  inspector  concerned*. 


The  following  charges  continued  to  be  made  for  the  inspection 
service  as  authorised  by  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  19&3*

As  many  visits  as  possible  are  normally  arranged  to  these  premises 
to  ensure  that  they  are  conforming  to  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  which  are  designed  to  ensure  that  all  food  consumed  is  safe 
and  clean  and  prepared  in  premises  suitably  constructed,  equipped  and 
maintained  for  the  purpose.

DISINFESTATION 


It  was  necessary  to  disinfest  6  houses  for  bed  bugs  which  is  2 
more  than  the  previous  year*  These  infestations  occurred  in  5  Council 
owned  properties  and  1  in  a  privately  owned  house 0  The  insecticide  used 
to  control  these  was  D  „  D  0  T  0  with  added  Pyre thrum  in  a  kerosene  base0  The 
degree  of  success  achieved  over  a  good  number  of  yearsf  with  this 
combination  of  insecticides  is  quite  remarkable  and  it  is  quite  rare  for 
even  a  second  treatment  to  be  necessary 0  Householders  should  be 
encouraged  to  report  any  unusual  insect  found  in  the  house  particularly 
if  it  is  biting,,  Any  treatments  necessary  are  carried  out  in  a  discreet 
manner  so  as  to  avoid  embarrassment  and  without  charge 0 


Small  Ermine  Moth 


The  caterpillar  of  this  moth  which  has  been  attacking  hawthorn 
hedges  in  full  leaf  and  some  fruit  trees  mainly  apple  in  this  area  for 
the  past  few  years  was  again  in  evidence 0  Once  again  small  packs  of 
Dipterex  80 9  which  is  a  recommended  insecticide  for  controlling  this  pest9 
was  available  from  our  general  -stores  for  any  person  who  wished  to  uye  it® 

A  l/Od  pack  being  sufficient  to  formulate  2  gallons  of  spray*  Not  quite 
so  much  insecticide  as  in  previous  years  was  required  and  this9  coupled 
with  general  observations  throughout  this  and  the  surrounding  districts 9 
confirms  that  this  pest  was  not  so  evident  as  in  previous  years 0  Whether 
this  is  due  to  nature’s  cycle  or  increased  use  of  suitable  insecticide  or 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  birds  feeding  on  these  caterpillars 9  it  is 
very  difficult  if  not  impossible  to  determine 0  Whatever  the-  reason  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  this  pattern  of  reduced  incidence  of  the  pest  will  continue 
in  succeeding  years 0 


Other  Pests 


It  was  necessary  to  deal  with  20  cases  of  cockroach  infestations  as 
compared  with  26  in  1968,  As  the  eggs  of  these  creatures  are  usually  laid 
in  inaccessible  parts  of  buildings  they  are  difficult  to  eradicate „  The 
use  of  our  fogging  machine  has  allowed  the  dispersal  of  insecticide  to 
these  otherwise  inaccessible  parts*

There  were  14  smoke  observations  of  various  factory  chimneys  during 
the  year.  There  were  no  Smoke  Control  Areas  in  operation  in  the  District 
which  is  still  regarded  as  falling  in  the  "white"  area  category.  At  the 
request  of  the  local  authority,  however,  a  fairly  comprehensive  report  on 
the  setting  up  of  such  areas,  along  with  general  information  on  the 
administrative  procedure  which  would  be  required,  was  in  the  course  of 
preparation  and  was  to  be  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  for 
consideration  in  January  1970*  It  was,  however,  noted  that  supplies  of 
solid  smokeless  fuel  were  reported  as  being  extremely  difficult  to  obtain 
even  in  those  areas  which  had  confirmed  Smoke  Control  Orders  and  that  some 
official  announcements  had  already  been  made  that  there  would  be  no  further 
Smoke  Control  Areas  approved  before  April  1971  and  even  then  preference 


would  be  given  to  the  "black"  areas 


Various  applications  under  the  Clean  Air  Acts  1956  and  1950  were 
received  requesting  approval  for  heating  systems  and  chimney  heights  at

Piibl i c  Conveniences 


Arrangements  were  continued  at  the  public  conveniences  in  Chapel 
Brow  and  those  adjoining  the  Public  Hail,  Towngate,  for  their  cleaning 
every  day  in  the  week  including  Sunday*  Other  small  conveniences  in  Leyland 
Lane  and  Eamshaw  Bridge  were  cleaned  on  6  days  of  the  week*  Those  on  the 
park  were  cleaned  whenever  necessary  which  varied  according  to  the  time  of 
the  year® 


Mortuary  Facilities 

The  arrangements  made  at  the  end  of  1966  with  Walton-le-Dale  Urban 
District  Council  for  the  use  of  their  permanent  mortuary,  should  the  need 
arise 5.  continued  in  operation,,  These  arrangements  would  appear  to  be 
satisfactory  for  all  concerned. 
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N at  tonal  Assistance  Act  1948 

Section  50  of  the  above  Act  states  that  -  "It  shall  be  the  duty  of 

every  Authority  .  to  cause  to  be  buried  or  cremated  the  body 

of  any  person  who  has  died  or  been  found  dead  in  their  area,  in  any  case 
where  it  appears  to  the  Authority  that  no  suitable  arrangements  for  the 
disposal  of  the  body  have  been  or  are  being  made1’* 

In  March  the  Coroner  for  the  area  informed  the  Authority  that 
there  was  some  difficulty  in  arranging  for  the  burial  of  a  five  month 
old  baby  who  had  died  in  Leyland  whilst  in  the  care  of  foster  parents. 

The  mother,  who  was  an  Indian,  could  not  be  traced  and  in  view  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  arrangements  were  made  for  the  child  to  be  cremated. 
Subsequently  after  further  consultation  with  the  Coroner' 3  Officer  there 
was  a  possibility  that  the  grandfather  of  the  child,  who  was  also  Indian 
and  lived  in  Warwick,  might  be  prepared  to  pay  for  the  burial.  An 
account  to  cover  the  cost  was  eventually  sent  to  this  man  and  the  account 
was  paid  by  return  of  post. 

In  August  1969  a  resident  of  the  caravan  site  in  Wigan  Road  was 
killed  in  a  road  accident.  No  next-of-kin  could  be  found  and  the  Police 
Authority  requested  us  to  make  all  the  necessary  funeral  arrangements. 

This  was  done  and  the  body  was  cremated.  As  the  deceased  had  sufficient 
money  in  his  estate  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  funeral  this  was  eventually 
recovered. 

Noise  Control 

The  Noise  Abatement  Act  of  i960  provides  that  a  noise  or  vibration 
which  is  a  nuisance  shall  be  a  statutory  nuisance  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Public  Health  Act  1956,  provided  that  if  the  noise  or  vibration  is 
caused  in  the  course  of  a  trade  or  business  it  is  a  defence  to  prove  that 
the  best  practicable  means  have  been  used  for  preventing  or  counteracting 
its  effects.  The  Act,  therefore,  whilst  it  has  its  uses  cannot 
automatically  prevent  the  emission  of  noise  from  every  source. 

A  further  useful  method  of  control  can  be  exercised  through  the 
Town  and  Country  Planning  Acts  in  those  cases  where  an  industrial  activity 
is  to  be  established  and  is  allowed  subject  to  certain  safeguards  for  the 
amenities  of  the  neighbourhood.  A  specific  clause  concerning  noise  is  a 
useful  condition  to  be  included  in  the  Consent.  Whilst  this  can  be  most 
effective  its  use  is,  of  course,  restricted  to  newly  established  premises. 


A  complaint  was  made  that  an  oil  fired,  central  heating  plant 
previously  operated,  by  coke  in  a  vertical  boiler  was  making  undue  noise, 
On  investigation  we  considered  that  the  noise  was  not  excessive. 

Certain  suggestions*  however,  were  made  to  the  operators  with  a  view  to 

reducing  it  to  some  extent* 


A  further  complaint  referred  to  a  serious  noise  nuisance  created 
by  contractors  engaged  in  carrying  out  alterations  to  a  Supermarket, 
by  their  use  of  two  concrete  breakers  and  a  compressor  into  the  small 
hours  of  the  morning*  Investigations  showed  that  there  was  inadequate 
silencing  equipment  and  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  the  further  use  of 
this  equipment  until  the  matter  had  been  rectified.  Apparently  the  use 
of  silencing  equipment  had  been  incorporated  into  the  contract  with  the 
firm  carrying  out  alterations  but  due  to  an  oversight  this'  had  not  been 
delivered  from  the  hire  company* 


Further  complaints  were  also  received  concerning  the  noise 
created  by  a,  vehicle  steam  cleaning  plant.  This  plant  consisted  of  a 
mobile  paraffin  fired,  steam  raising  boiler  and  it  was  the  noise  created 
by  the  burner  and  the  associated  fan  which  was  creating  a  nuisance  to  the 
local  residents  *  This  was  a  situation  where  apparently  the  Planning  Acts 
vi-  0^  ~ .  d  no  v.'  CX  .7.'  S  ~7.  s  t  as  the  premises  had  already  been  used  for  vehicle 
maintenance  for  many  years  *  The  firm  concerned,  however,  were  most 
r.o~cperai  Lve  and  the  equipment  was  surrounded  by  an  11"  cavity  brick 
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reinforced  concrete  roof  along  with  perforated 


acoustic  boarding  with  the  boiler  unit  mounted  on  a  1M  rubber  base*  This 


considerably  reduced  the  decibel  readings  to  a  more  acceptable  level* 
Subsequently  certain  complaints  were  made  regarding  the  emission  of  steam 
(  the  vehicles  being  cleaned  in  the  open  air)  but  this  did  not  appear  to 
be  sufficient  to  justify  further  action  being  taken  under  any  of  the 
enactments  coming  within  the  purview  of  the  Department*  This  would 
appear  to  be  one  of  those  occasions  where  a  change  in  industrial  activity

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The  above  Act  requires  that  all  shop  premises  selling  livestock  as 
domestic  pets  are  required  to  be  registered  with  the  local  authority. 

The  registration  can  only  be  effected  where  the  premises  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  in  regard  to  their  structural  condition,  special 
arrangements  for  the  keeping  of  animals  and  for  fire  fighting  facilities.

The  one  licensed  caravan  site  in  the  District  situated  at  the  Leyland 
Service  Station,  Wigan  Road,  continued  in  operation,, 


Part  II  of  the  Caravan  Sites  Act  of  1968  requires  that  site 
provision  should  be  made  throughout  the  country  for  the  accommodation  of 
gypsies  and  other  persons  who  lead  a  nomadic  way  of  life*  The  County  Council 


are  required  to  find  a  suitable  site  but  the  local  District  Council- would 
have  the  duty  of  providing  services  and  facilities  and  would  manage  such  sites 
The  Act  suggests  that  the  sites  should  be  sufficient  to  accommodate  15 
caravans  and  also  allow  sufficient  working  space  for  such  activities  as 
logging,  scrap  metal  collecting  and  other  activities  normally 


carried  on  by  such  people  *  In  February  of  the  year  under  review  the 
County  Council  asked  whether  we  had  any  suggestions  for  a  site  in  our 
area  which  we  considered  would  be  suitable  for  the  purpose.  They 
intimated  that  the  site  should  be  about  one  acre  in  extent  and  should 
have  public  services  and  facilities  reasonably  accessible.  The  County 
Council  pointed  out  that  they  had  already  given  preliminary  consideration 
to  this  matter  and  had  suggested  that  five  small  sites  situated  mainly  in 
the  southern  half  of  the  County  should  suffice.  After  due  consideration 
this  Authority  decided  that  they  could  not  suggest  any  suitable  site 
within  the  Urban  District®

end  of  1958  continued  to  work  satisfactorily.  This  was  provided  by  the 
R0S0P0C0A0  who  also  supply  chloroform  etc,  for  dealing  with  cats.  All 
animals  are  *  put  to  sleep®  by  the  Society’s  approved  methods. 


The  charge  for  both  cats  and  dogs  remained  at  l/Od  per  animal, 
half  the  receipts  being  forwarded  to  the  R.S.P.C.A. 
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PETROLEUM  REGULATIONS 


There  were  29  current  licences  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum  Spirit 
in  the  District*  This  was  the  same  number  as  in  1968  but  by  the  terms  of  the 
Miscellaneous  Pees  (Variation)  Order  1968  which  came  into  operation  on  the 
1st  April  of  that  year,  the  total  licence  fees  amounted,  to  £125  as  compared 
with  £51.5s.Od  in  1968. 


Difficulties  were  experienced  with  the  operation  of  the  self  service 
petrol  pumps  at  two  of  our  local  service  stations  in  that  they  were 
apparently  distributing  petrol  without  the  necessity  of  inserting  two 
half crowns.  The  suggestion  was  made  that  someone  had  found  a  way  of  so 
tampering  with  the  mechanism  as  to  allow  this  to  happen.  Discussions  took 
place  with  the  Equipment  Supervisor  of  the  Petrol  Company  concerned  and 
with  a  Representative  of  the  Manufacturers  of  the  equipment.  Neither 
offered  any  suggestions  as  to  how  this  could  have  happened  and  apart  from 
the  obvious  reason  that  the  operators  had  forgotten  to  switch  over  from 
manual  control  to  coin  operated  the  reasons  for  this  unexpected  munificence 
remained  a  mystery.  In  view,  however,  of  the  imminent  disappearance  of  the 
half  crown  from  the  coin  circulation  and  due  to  the  losses  already 
experienced  by  the  operators,  the  use  of  these  pumps  as  coin  operated  was 
discontinued. 


Alterations  to  the  storage  facilities  at  the  Earnshaw  Bridge 
Service  Station,  Leyland  Lane,  were  carried  out  involving  an  additional 
5,000  gallon  double  compartment  petroleum  storage  tank..  This  was  in 
addition  to  the  9:? 000  gallon  storage  facilities  already  existing  there. 


Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act  1984 


Every  local  authority  ,is  required  to  maintain  a  register  of 
persons  carrying  on  the  business  of  scrap  metal  dealer  in  their  area. 

The  registration  is  effective  for  a  period  of  three  years  but  can,  of 
course,  be  cancelled  at  any  time.  It  is  an  offence  for  any  person  to 
carry  on  business  as  a  scrap  metal  dealer  without  being  registered  with 
the  Authority  and  are  liable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  fine  not  exceeding 
£100.  The  Act  also  lays  down  certain  other  provisions,  particularly  with 
regard  to  maintaining  records  of  all  transactions  and  prohibiting  dealing 
with  persons  under  the  age  of  16  years.  The  provisions  of  the  Act  insofar 
as  maintaining  a  record  of  transactions  are  concerned  are  enforced  by  the 
Police  Authority.  The  -act  repealed  and  consolidated  various  old  statutes 
going  back  to  the  year  1861.

Collection  and  Storage  of  Household  Refuse 


The  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year  apart  from  short  spells  due  to  the  statutory  holidays  at  Christmas, 
Easter  and  Whitsuntide  and  for  the  first  week  of  the  Leyland  holidays*  The 
vehicles  available  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  as  follows s-

With  the  delivery  of  the  new  Norba  refuse  collection  vehicle  in 
July,  a  marked  improvement  took  place  in  respect  of  our  transport  facilities® 
It  will  be  recalled  that  this  vehicle  had  been  on  order  for  twelve  months.:, 
the  delay  being  caused  by  the  non-delivery  of  the  chassis  from  the 
manufacturers*  The  old  1954  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  16/18  cubic  yard  rear  loader 
anticipated  its  being  taken  out  of  service  and  in  March  the  engine  failed 
and  was  found  to  be  beyond,  repair*  This  meant  that  for  over  three  months 
we  had  to  operate  without  a  spare  vehicle.  After  operating  the  Norba  for  a, 
month  or  two  it  was  decided  to  place  a  repeat  order  for  a  similar  machine 
which  would  be  used  to  replace  the  20  cubic  yard  rear  loader  fore  and  aft 
tipper  purchased  in  August  1964,  this  vehicle  then  reverting  to  a  spare  and 
the  19  cubic  yard  side  loader  Karrier,  purchased  in  November  1959?  would  be 
sold  as  scrap*  Delivery  of  the  further  Norba  would  be  effected  in  1970. 


Considerable  attention  was  given  to  the  remainder  of  the  fleet  and 
authority  was  given  to  purchase  in  1970  a  further  side  loader  with  a 
greater  capacity  than  our  existing  10  cubic  yard  vehicle,  purchased  in  April 


1963  and  which  soil’d  be  used  for  shop  premises*  This  would  allow  the 
j.0  cubic-  yard  Dennis  to  become  a  general  purpose  vehicle  for  the  remova. 
of  furniture  and  other  items  such  as  dgbris  from  roadside  verges  and 
open  spaces^  which  although  not  household  refuse  still  have  to  be 
collected  and  disposed  of  to  the  tip. 


Salvage  trailers  continued  in  use  on  the  three  main  house  refuse 
rounds  and  continued  to  make  a  considerable  impact  on  the  amount  of 
salvageable  paper  we  are  extracting  from  the  refuse.  It  is  not  generally 
realised  that  the  use  of  such  trailers  considerably  increases  the  number 
of  houses  which  the  refuse  collection  vehicle  can  serve  before  requiring 
to  go  to  the  tip  and  that  the  cost  of  the  trailer  in  terms  of  its 
capacity  is  considerably  less  than  that  of  the  collection  vehidle.  Our 
trailers  have  a  7  cubic  yard  capacity  and  cost  approximately  £120 
whereas  a  i0  cubic  yard  refuse  vehicle  costs  approximately  £6,000  which 
makes  the  trailer  capacity  7  times  cheaper  than  that  of  the  vehicle. 

Whilst  we  pay  additional  road  fund  licence  for  the  use  of  trailers  this 
is  more  than  compensated  for  by  the  income  we  receive  from  the  waste 
paper. 

With  the  arrival  of  the  Norba  refuse  collection  vehicle  which  had 
been  fitted  with  bulk  handling  equipment  it  was  decided  to  introduce 

cubic  yard  bulk  refuse  containers  into  the  District*  After  considerable 
delay  in  delivery,  15  of  these  were  received  in  the  Autumn  and  quickly 
placed  at  schools  and  business  premises  producing  large  quantities  of 
refuse.  It  was  agreed  that-  the  following  charges  should  be  made  for  the 
use  of  these  containers. 

Trade  Premises  £.5  per  annum  hire  charge  for  each  container, 

with  £10  per  annum  for  a  once  weekly 
collection  with  proportionate  increases  for 
additional  collections. 

Schools  £5  per  annum  hire  charge  for  each  container 

supplied. 

These  containers  considerably  improved  the  refuse  storage 
arrangements  at  premises  and  as  each  one  has  a  capacity  of  approximately 
15  ordinary  dustbins  the  amenities  at  the  rear  of  premises  are  considerably 
improved.  As  it  is  virtually  impossible  to  knock  them  over  and  dogs  or 
cats  cannot  gain  entry  the  public  health  aspects  of  refuse  storage 
are  also  improved.  The  containers  we  obtained  were  provided  with  nylon 
castors  to  facilitate  manoeuvring  to  the  vehicle  which  can  be  converted 
from  manual,  loading  to  bulk  loading  in  a  matter  of  seconds.  Further 
supplies  of  these  containers  are  to  be  obtained. 


To  allow  i ox  'the  ontinued  expansion  ol  I;  1  strict  amendments 
to  the  collection  rounds  were  made  to  No*  3  and  4  teams  and  appropriate 
adjustments  were  made  to  the  standard  hours  allowed  on  our  Incentive 
Bonus  Scheme o  No  significant  alterations  were  necessary  on  Teams  Nos* 

L  and  2  9  both  of  which  are  working  during  a  normal  week  at  a  97  performance 
which  gives  the  men  in  the  teams  approximately  a  30 %  bonus  over  the 
basic  rate*  Teams  Nos*  3  and  4  are  also  operating  at  a  97  performance 0 


In  September  1969  nationally  negotiated  increases  for  all  local 
authority  manual  employees  were  announced  with  considerably  enhanced 
increases  for  those  men  employed  pn  refuse  collection*  This  announcement 
triggered  off  a  wave  of  unofficial  strikes 9  particularly  in  the  larger 
centres  of  population  This  action  had  its  repercusions  in  many  other 
authorities*  including  our  own*  Our  men  finally  decided  to  continue 
working  and  the  following  national  basic  rates  operated,  as  from  the  29th 
September  1.969*

No  further  changes  were  made  in  these  basic  rates  during  the  year 
and  the  bonus  earned  was  calculated  on  the  above  figures* 


In  operating  a  public  cleansing  service  where  a  weekly  collection 
is  instituted  the  incidence  of  sickness 9  absences  and  holidays  plays  a 
significant  part  in  the  problems  which  have  to  be  encountered  during  the 
course  of  the  year*  In  1968  we  lost  29806  man  hours  due  to  certified 
sickness  which  gave  an  average  rate  of  6*5?%  whereas  in  1.969  this  figure 
had  risen  to  4 9 394  man  hours  giving  a  rate  of  10,25 %®  Absences 9  which 
in  the  previous  year  had  accounted  for  245  hours  with  a  rate  of  0*57%  were 
slightly  increased  to  314  -hours  giving  a  rate  of  0*74%  with  holidays 
accounting  for  a  further  2 $,8 24  hours  giving  6*59%  average*  It  will  be 
seen  that  for  various  reasons  17*58%  of  pur  men  were  not  available  or 
expressed  in  another  way  (4  out  of  25  men  were  never  available)*  As 
the  work  load9  however 9  remains  faily  constant  week  by  week  and  very  little 
work  can  be  delayed  until  the  men  return  to  duty  it  can  be  understood  why 
problems  can  arise*

Municipal  Bin  Scheme, 
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We  have  operated  a  Municipal  owned  Dustbin  Scheme  since  1949 
which  is  now  an  integral  part  of  the  Public  Cleansing  Service  *  It  is 
perhaps  worthwhile  to  mention  from  time  to  time  that  this  is  a  replacement 
service  on  the  basis  of  one  bin  per  rated  premises.  Ail  new  property* 
including  houses,  are  required  to  have  the  first  dustbin  provided  from 
other  sources.  We  had  been  providing  rubber  lids  on  all  bins  for  eight 
years  and,  therefore,  approximately  half  those  in  the  District  enjoyed 
the  advantages  they  brought,  i*e.  ease  of  fitting  and  freedom  from  noise* 

In  view,  however,  of  the  increasing  volume  of  refuse  being 
produced  by  almost  every  household  in  the  District  the  2%  cubic  foot  bin 
to  B.S.S. 792/1947  was  providing  inadequate  storage  accommodation  for  many 
households  even  on  a  weekly  collection  basis* 

As  indicated  in  the  Report  for  1968  we  obtained  100  x  34  cubic 
foot  plastic  bins  from  each  of  three  manufacturers  and  these  were  placed 
within  the  District  as  part  of  the  normal  replacement  service*  They 
offer  considerably  advantages  over  the  galvanised  variety  in  that  they 
are  considerably  lighter  in  weight  (approximately  8  lbs  instead  of  28  lbs 
for  the  galvanised  variety)  are  completely  noiseless  and  not  subject  to 
corrosion*  With  a  guaranteed  life  of  from  5  to  7  years  this  compares 
reasonably  well  with  the  average  life  of  the  steel  dustbin*  The  major 
drawback  to  this  type  of  bin  is  that  it  cannot  receive  red  hot  ashes 
direct  from  the  fire*  Of  the  300  bins  which  were  distributed  only  2  were 
damaged  by  fire  and  in  each  case  this  was  due  to  the  deliberate  firing  of 
the  contents  by  the  householder*  In  the  financial  year  commencing  April 
1969  it  was  decided  to  use  plastic  bins  for  our  entire  replacement  stock 
and  300  were  purchased  from  each  of  two  manufacturers* 


The  actual  cost  of  this  Municipal  Bin  Scheme  in  terms  of  a  Id  rate 
over  the  last  decade  is  shown  in  the  following  table*

We  ceased  tipping  operations  on  the  Dawson  Lane  tip  on  the  2lst 
February  1969  which  had  provided,  facilities  for  over  1J  years •  Our  next 
permanent  tipping  site,  brief  details  of  which  had  been  given  in  the 
Report  for  1968,  was  to  be  in  the  parish  of  Uines  Walton  in  the  area  of  the 
Charley  Rural  District  Council  and  was  a  very  large  hole  resulting  from 
old  clay  workings  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  of  bricks 0  The 
whole  of  the  year  was  occupied  in  following  the  various  procedures 
necessary  before  tipping  operations  could  commence,  the  first  one  being 
the  obtaining  of  a  Planning  Consent*  As  this  tip  was  to  be  used  in 
conjunction  with  Chorley  Rural  District  Council  that  Authority  arranged 
for  the  Planning  application  to  be  made*  The  appropriate  press  notice 
was  given  and  in  November  we  received,  a  copy  of  the  Notice  of  Grant  of 
Planning  Permission  received  by  the  Chorley  Rural  District  Council  from 
the  Lancashire  County  Council  who  is  the  local  Planning  Authority*  The 
Planning  Consent  was  given  subject  to  the  following  condi tionss- 
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ommence  at  the  northerly  end  of  the  site 


and  shall  proceed  in  a  southerly  and  easterly  direction* 

Tipping  shall  not  exceed  the  level  of  adjoining  land  and 
on  completion  of  tipping  operations  top  soil  shall  be 
spread  over  the  surface  of  the  tip*  The  surface  shall  be 
sown  with  grass  within  one  year  of  the  working  areas  being 
filled  in  and  restored  to  a  condition  fit  for  agricultural 
use  * 


3o  Tipping  operations  shall  be  carried  out  in  2  layers  over 
the  whole  site* 


4o  Refuse  exposed  to  the  air  shall  be  covered  with  at  least  9 
inches  of  earth  or  other  suitable  material  capable  of 
forming  an  effective  seal  provided  that  a  surface  not 
exceeding  80  square  yards  may  be  left  uncovered  during  daily 
tipping  operations « 


No  chemical  waste,  sludge  or  other  noxious  material  shall 
be  tipped,  on  the  site*

Sufficient  screens  or  other  suitable  apparatus  shall,  be 
provided  so  as  to  ensure  that  no  paper  or  other  refuse  is 
blown  by  the  wind  away  from  the  place  of  deposit© 


7 *  All  reasonable  precautions  shall  be  taken  to  prevent  the 

outbreak  of  fire  and  the  breeding  of  flies  and  vermin  in  the 
deposit© 
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8,  Tins,  hollow  vessels  and  other  loose  debris  shall  not  be 
left  on  or  about  the  place  of  deposit.  Hollow  receptacles 
likely  to  cause  voids  shall  be  filled  or  flattened  before 
being  deposited  on  the  tip, 

9.  No  refuse  shall  be  tipped  into  water. 

10,  An  adequate  stock-proof  fence  shall  be  erected  around  the 
site. 

The  reasons  for  the  conditions  are  as  follows 

To  ensure  that  tipping  operations  are  carried  out  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  minimise  injury  to  the  amenities  of  the  locality  and  to 
prevent  danger  or  injury  to  health,  to  secure  the  proper  restoi'ation  of 
the  land,  and  to  safeguard  agricultural  interests. 

Note:  Any  drainage  or  water  supplies  affected  by  the  development 

should  be  reinstated  and  strict  precautions  should  be  taken  to  contain 
any  contaminated  surface  water-  drainage  from  the  tipped  material  within 
the  site,” 

In  the  meantime  discussions  were  proceeding  between  the  Owner’s 
Agent  and  the  District  Valuer  on  financial  arrangements  and  at.  the  end  of 
the  year  we  had  received  no  information  as  to  the  terms  under  which  we 
would  operate. 

With  the  Dawson  Lane  tip  being  completed  in  February  we  had  to 
find  alternative  disposal  facilities  and  for  the  next  three  months  we 
filled  in  two  pits  on  farm  land  in  the  Ulnes  Walton  area  which  we  had 
originally  started  over  ?0  years  ago  but  for  various  reasons  had  not 
completed.  In  June  we  commenced  the  filling  in  of  a  pit  on  another 
farmer's  field  in  the  Ley land  area,  part  of  which  had  already  been  filled 
by  contractor’s  waste  a  few  years  ago  and  this  was  to  provide  tipping 
facilities  until  the  31st  October, 

Whilst  these  pits  were  being  filled  an  interesting  problem  had 
arisen  at  the  new  sewage  disposal  works*  During  the  construction  of  the 
works  over  the  previous  two  years  the  sludge  drying  beds  had  been  put  out 
of  action  and  with  the  aid  of  clay  embankments  a  very  large  lagoon  of 
liquid  sludge  had  accumulated,  varying  in  depth  from  4*  to  15**  As  the 
works  were  due  for  completion  in  the  autumn  and  the  new  sludge  drying 
facilities  including  sludge  digestion  would  then  become  available,  there 
remained  the  problem  of  disposing  of  the  accumulated  sludge  and  various 
suggestions  had  been  made  as  to  how  this  could  be  accomplished.  All 
the  methods  suggested  involved  large  scal6  pumping  which  would,  be  an 
expensive  operation  followed  by  dredging  away  the  accumulated-  sludge. 


In  view  of  certain  arrangements  which  I  had  seen  operating  at 
Freckle ton  Marsh  whereby  almost  exactly  similar  conditions  were  being 
deliberately  created  and  the  sludge  then  disposed  of  by  having  crude 
household  refuse  tipped  into  i t,  the  suggestion  was  made  that  this 
method  would,  in  addition  to  costing  the  Authority  nothing,  also  extend 
our  tipping  facilities  until  such  time  as  the  permanent  site  could  be 
made  available  and  the  accumulation  of  sludge  would  be  permanently 
disposed  of*  Contrary  to  the  normally  accepted  dictum  that  household 
refuse  is  never  tipped  into  water,  the  arrangements  at  Freckle ton 
appeared  to  be  working  most  satisfactorily  as  the  refuse  acted' as  a 
gigantic  sponge  and  soaked  up  the  sludge  as  tipping  progressed*  From 
discussions  I  had  with  the  Manager  at  Freckle ton,  who  indicated  that  a 
94 water  content  was  essential  and  having  ascertained  that  we  had  this 
content  in  the  sludge  at  Ley land  authority  was  given  for  this  method  to 
be  adopted  and  the  Council *s  Consulting  Engineers,  Messrs.  Charles  J. 
Lomax  of  Manchester  agreed  with  this  procedure  »  Tipping  operations 
commenced  on  the  1st  November  and  continued  until  the  end  of  the  year* 
It  is  estimated  that  there  would  be  approximately  one  year’s  tipping 
space  available  at  this  site*
